Tuscumbia, Ala., July 2.—(Special.)—

MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL DENIED 


Cumberland Island Hotel Company 
Will Probably Appeal. 
Brunswick, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—Judge 
Sweat has denied the motion for a new 
trial made by the attorneys for the Cum- 
berland Island Hotel] Company, and the 
company ‘will now probably seek the su- 
preme court as the last resort. This is the 
case reported upon in detail in these dis- 
patches several days ago, which practically 
involves the ownership of $75,000 worth of 
property on Cumberland island, including 
the famous summer resort buildings and 
everything connected with them. If the 
action of Judge Sweat is sustained, the 
Bunkley estate will come into possession 
of the entire property again. Some idea of 
what this means to ‘the parties interested 
can be gained from these figures: Several 
years ago the Cumberland island people 
gave in round numbers $75,000 for the resort. 
Of this amount they paid one-half cash 
and gave a mortgage on ¢he whole for the 
balance due, $37.50. On this sum they paid 
about $2,200 interest annually, except for 
one year, and now having defaulted on 
interest, they are eabout to lose all they 
have in the property. In addition to what 
they gave for the resort, the company has 
‘spent many thousand dollars in improve- 
ments, and the whole is now in danger of 
being lost to them. The result hinges on 
the supreme count’s decision; but Judge 
Sweat has made such a good record for 
sound decisions, that but little consolation 
can be found in looking for a reversal of 
his opinion. The suit is of interest to peo- 
ple in almost every town and city in Geor- 
gia, as stock in the company is widely dis- 
tributed. qt can be truthfulHy said of the 
new company that it has undergone severe 
trials, and the failure to meet its obliga- 
tions cannot be justly blamed upon the 
company’s officers. When they bought he 
property it was paying handsomely on the 
amount they gave for Tt, but hard times 
and other misfortunes came on and stran- 
ded it on the commercial beach. The man- 
agement, however, has never deteriorated, 
and yet remains equal to that of the resort’s 
palmiest days.

Account of Herself, and Bom- 
barded Towns for Pastime 
as She Cruised 
Along.

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Key West, Fla., July 2.—The Hormet ex- 
perienced a chapter of thrilling incidents, 
leading up to the capture of the two little 
Spaniards. | 

On June 2th, while passing Santiago, one 
of the batteries there ventured a shot at 
her, but it fell short and the gunboat pro- 
ceeded, of course, without replying. 

She reached Altares the next day and in- 
formed the Spaniards of. har presence there 
by toppling’ over four or &ve blockhouses 
overiooking the harbor. While doing so the 
Dolphin put in an appearance and set fire 
to the town and. sent the Hornet off to 
Guantanamo with dispatches for Admiral 
Sampson. There she was ordered to Man- 
zanillo with instructions from the admiral 
to lookout for the steamer Benito Estera, 
suspected as a  blockade-runner = and 
thought to De in that vicinity. The Hornet 
reached Manzanillo late the same day and 
scouted for the suspect. She went close in 
the harbor, incidentally turning her guns 
on a couple of blockhouses and destroying 
them, She had scarcely finished this work 
when the sloop Emantcel y Ravoal came 
sailing along with the evident intention of 
entering the harbor. The Hornet sent a 
shot across her bows, but the sloop pro- 
ceeded and took refuge in shoal water 
where the gunboat could not follow. The 
mosquito warship was not to be denied her 
prey, however, and Ensign Ellis, with six 
men, pulled off in a small boat armed as 
the exigencies of the situation would per- 
mit and continued the chase. For six miles 
they’ pulled against the winds and strong 
tide without mishap and drawing up near 
to the sloop, sent a couple of shots at her. 
The capture was child’s play. 

‘“‘We expected an old-fashioned sea fight,” 
said Ensign Ellis today, “but they gave up 
without a struggle.” ? 

The sloop was flying .hoth the Haytien 
and British flags, but there is little doubt 
that this was a blind and that she was try- 
ing to emulate the trick of the brig Amu- 
pala in her effort to land provisions for 
the starving Spaniards and earn the big 
amount offered by Captain Blanco to the 
successful blockade-runners. She proved to 
be a prize worth taking, as her cargo con- 
sisted of flour, coal, oll, water, plantians 
and other articles of food. She had a crew 
of about twelve men. There were two 
pilots aboard, but one, who was a Span- 
iard, when he saw that capture was in- 
evitable, dropped over the side of the sloop 
and swam ashore. The other pilot was a 
Havtien and he gave valuable information 
concerning the defenses of Manzanillo and 
the position and operations of the enemy. 
He was put aboard the Hornet. 

The Benito Estiner was taken next 
day trying to get out of Manzanillo. She 
was flying the British flag and was empty, 
having evidently succeeded in discharging 
her cargo. She carried a crew of twenty- 
fcvr men, which was more than she needed, 
and two passengers. 

One shot across her bows sufficed to 
bring the vessel to terms. although she is 
a tvelve knot steamer and the fastest yet 
captured. 

The Benito Bstiner’s hailing pcrt is 
Kingston, Jamaica, and the sloop came 
from Port Au Prince. Ensign Ellis and his 
six men who were given the custody of 
the two prizes, ‘boarded the steamer and 
with her towed the sloop into Key West. 

It was intimated that the persons on the 
steamer will prove to be important cap- 
tives, but in what way will not be known 
until the prize commissioners have inves- 
tigated the case. 

The city of Manzanillo, where the cap- 
tures were made, ha& served as a landing 
place for the Spanish troops who were 
thence transported overland to Santiago, 
108 miles distant. 

The crew of these British steamers con- 
sisted of Spanish, not one of whom speaks 
English. Jamaica has for a long time been 
the Spanish base of supplies and many 
cargoes under the British flag have been 
landed in Cuba. 

The Bernito Estiner is the Spanish vessel 
that recently obtained a British register 
for blockade running purposes. She was 
formerly a freight and passenger steamer, 
is handsomely fitted up inside and has a 
speed of twelve knots and is admirably 
equipred for blockade running.

She took her time, 
Lieutenant Blue carefully aimed the four-inch gun and the crews of all the ships 
watched the incident amid intense excitement. 

When the smoke of the Suwanee’s first shot cleared away only two red etream:

later the Suwanee fired again. A huge cloud of debris rose from the base of the 


flagstaff.

This was kept up until 140 p,m. By that time General Duffield had a mes- 
sage, saying his troops could not cross the stream and would return to Altares. 

On the report that some Spanish troops were still in the gully, the New York 
and Gloucester shelled it once more, and the Newark, which had not fired, signal- 
ed: “Can I fire for target practice?

Ccntinuing, Senor Robiedo insists that when ths moment arrives Spain ought 
to negotiate directly with the United States for peace. 

In the absence of an official dispatch giving details of the attack of San- 
tlago de Cuba, the rewspapers here express great anxiety which is increased by 
the report that no re-enforcements have reached the besieged city from Manza- 
nillo or Holguin. The papers compiain of the extreme brevity of the Spanish ad- 
vices, “leaving al. Europe at the mercy of American exaggeration.”’ Every one 
here seems to feel that the decisive game is being played around Santiago de 
Cuba and the fall of the city cannot fai] to affect the very existence of the gov- 
ernment hefe, but thus far perfect tranquillity prevails. The Madrid newspapers 
also severely censure the return of the three Spanish torpedo boat destroyers

The First Artillery Fight. 

New York, July 2—A_ special dispatch to The Evening World, dated El Paso, 
Cuba, near Santiago, noon, by way of Playa de! Este, July ist, says: 

The first artillery fight of the campaign has just been ended by the silencing 
of a Spanish battery. ‘ 

The wcunded are still being picked up as this dispatch is hurried away. 

General Lawton’s division bivouacked near E)] Caney last night without fires. 
At 7 o’clock this morning there was a sullen “boom.” It was the first shot from 
Capron’s battery fired to avenge the killing of his son. 

Prompily the Spanish began to answer the challenge from their forts and 
trenches. At 7:15 y’clock Grimes’s battery opened on the Spanish troops to the 
smoked, 
and was a fine target for the Spanish field battery, which probably served 
Admiral Cervera’s marines, judging by the accuracy of the aim. 

While our smoke gave the enemy our range, Grimes could not locate the 
enemy's guns, which used smokeless powder, except approximately. But, satisfied 
as to the Spanish position, our men worked Mke mad. | 

The Spanish fire gradually slackened, and in less than an hour it ceased alto- 
gether. 

Battery A, of the Second artillery deserves great credit for the victory, for it 
was a case of blindness against sigiht.

the Georgia railrcad commission to 


parties who come before it. 

Judge Atkinson repeated the injunctfon 
several times the past week and generally 
The commissioners 


have brought a number of adversaries to- 
gether and have seen them compromise 
their differences in an amicable way. In 
many of the complaints which are brought 
before the commission, the differences are 
not serious when the cases are sifted to 
the bottom. Frequently it happens that 
the commission has no jurisdiction, but 
the members in such cases use their in- 
fluence to bring about an adjustment. They 
have been highly successful at this, espe- 
cially of late. When the parties are a 
railroad on one side and an individual on 
the other, the differences can génerally be 
adjusted on a business basis. One day last 
week, however, the commission had two 
railroads before it as adversaries. One was 
the Georgia Northern and the other the 
Gulf, Moultrie and Sparta. Both are lum- 
ber roads and the latter charged the for- 
mer with giving rebates. The Georgia 
Northern was represented by three or four 
lawyers, which suggested to ‘somebody 
that it had a bad case. Its main witness 
was superintendent Pidcock, The other 
road was represented by its president, Mr. 
Martin Amorous. 

An hour’s investigation determined noth- 
ing positively and the commissioners an- 
nounced that they intended to go down 
to Moultrie some day and if the adversa- 
ries were still quarreling their books would 
be examined and both sides would be put 
through a rigid investigation. 

The commissioners have decided to ex- 
amine all the roads in the state, and they 
will begin the work before long. 


The Tennessee state democratic conven- 
tion met last Wednesday and strongly 
indorsed the new railroad commission law, 
but all three of the commissioners were 
defeated and. new men were put up. The 
old members of the board had doubled the 
essessments of the roads and had been 
turned down by the courts for being too 
extreme. The radical course pursued by 
the commissioners did not commend them 
to the people of the state and they were 
not indorsed. 


It is estimated that the railroads will 
contribute $18,000,000 to the government in 
war taxes. That would pay the salaries of 
all the railroad officers for a year and 4 
half. While the express companies and 
the. telegraph companies will, make the 
public pay for the stamps us on express 
matter and telegrams, the railroads: will 
furnish the stamps required for bills of 
lading. 

But that is not all the expense by any 
means. E-ery: bank check must have 4 
revenue ‘stamp, and roads which pay off 
by checks will find that the stamp bill is 
a big item. One of the officials of the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fe says that the 
stamps on the checks for his company will 
cost $25,000 a year. The company’s annual 
pay roll amounts to about $11,000,000. 

Some lawyers say that it is not incum- 
bent on the roads to furnish the stamps, 
but other lawyers took the position that 
the bill of lading is in the nature of a re- 
ceipt and therefore the companies were 
responsible for the stamps. 

In the case of telegraph companies, the 
sender furnishes the thing to which the 
stamp is attached. With insurance com- 
panies they furnish the policy which takes 
the stamp, therefore the vompanies supply 
them. 

If the tax does cost the roads $18,000,000, 
it will amount to 3 per cent on their entire 


issue of stock. 


The fiscal year of the railroads closed on 
June 30th. Compared with previous years, 
the one just closed was encouraging. There 
certainly wis a revival of business and but 
for the war with Spain the United States 
would be fairly prosperous and the car- 
riers would be doing well. 

After the war the roads will be some 
time getting back to their normal state, 
because they have to wait until the ¢oun- 
try recovers from its demoralization and

A detachment of 20 Cubans went forward from Ei Paso, and then Colonel 
Wood, with the Rough Riders, the First and the Tenth cavalry, started down the

Captain Grimes’s battery pourea a steady fire into the Spaniards to protect 
Colonel Wood's advance. The dismounted cavalry paised on their way through 
the tangled grass end underbrush halfway down the hillside, selected a good spot 
to halt, and from there opened and maintained for twenty minutes a hot fire 
The opposing batteries banged away, Captain Grimes sending a storm of lead 
down into the outer fortifications and the Spaniards pounding away at the hill- 
tops. 

Most of the Spanish shells went over the hilltops and fell in @ ravine beyond. 
Here several detachments of Cuban troops were stationed as reserve ana before 
they could be moved seven insurgents were severely injured and several slightly 
hurt. At the same time two Americans were killea and nine were wounded. The 
Spaniards used smokeless powder and shot with much more @ccuracy than dur- 
ing the previous engagement. The wonder is that many more lives were not 
lost, as the opposing batteries were ess than two miles apart. Colonel Wood's 
command behaved with great bravery, firing steady end deadly volleys with the 
enemy’s shells screeching end Bursting over their heads. Twenty minutes lot 
fearfully hot work silenced the Spanish batteries. Ten shots were sent into 
them after they ceased firing, but there was no response and it is presumed that 
the guns were dismounted and the gunnérs driven off. i 

General Lawton's Advance. 

Away to the left General Lawton’s division with Chaffee’ 8 men and Capron’s 
batter was meantime fighting flercely with the enemy, entrenched in and about 
Caney. The Spaniards contested every inch of grevnd. bitterly and fought with 
unexpected coolness, and courage, buf the irresistible onward movements of the 
Americans slowly forced them back wpon and beyond Caney. Abcut Il o’clock the

HP fact that the government is in 4@ 

predicament because of its apparent 

inability at present to keep the public 
supplied with war revenue stamps develop- 
ed yesterday when a shipment of 200,000 
documentary stamps of the 2-cent denomi- 
nation were received by Collector H. A. 
Rucker. These were the ordinary 2-cent 
postage stamp, with the initials * Bt 
signifying Internal Revenue, printed in red 
ink across the face. 

The fact that the government is unable 
to cope with the demand for war revenue 
stamps caused the officials at Washington 
to send the ordinary postage stamps to the 
printer and they will be distributed as fast 
as®possible. The supply of 200,000 stamps 
received in Atlanta yesterday morning was 
exhausted by 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon and then the worrying Of officialé in 
the local revenue office recommenced. 

As soon as it was discovered that the 
stamps would not last long the internal 
revenue department at Washington was 
wired to send another shipment and this 
supply ie expected to arrive in the morning 
mail. The reason why the stamps are 80 
quickly disposed of is easily explained. 

As soon as those who use the stamps 
are notified that a shipment has arrived 
a rush is made for the revenue office and 
stamps in amounts from $6 to $50 are pur- 
chased. Ten dollars will Keep a business 
man supplied with stamps for some time 
and it is expected that as soon as every 
business house in the city has a supply 
on hand the rush at the revenue office will 
cease and the war revenue stamps will be 
purchased are the other stamps of the 


internal revenue department.

I hope to ship at least two cars a @ay, or 
about fifty carloads during the’ season. 

“All the crops ip our state are suffering 
for want of rain, and I doubt very much 
whether we shall have enough apples to 
make a good-sized pie. 

“The grain is suffering from rust and in- 
sects, but if rain sets in within the month 
a large part of the crop may be saved. 

“The war,’’ continued Mr. Tippin, “has 
not effected trade to any great extent in 
Missouri and we may not feel its effects for 
some time to come. Our people are very 
much wrought up Over the war and we 
have already eontributed several regiments 
to the army.”’

‘The Sons of Veterans of this city are 
very enthusiastic over the coming reunion 
of their order, and expect to make of it 
the largest and best reunion yet held. A 
copy of general order No. 5, received in the 
city yesterday morning from Commander- 
in-chief Robert A. Smythe shows the great 
revival of interest in the order of the Sons 
of Veterans. 

There are at present 110 camps in the 
order, an increase of sixty-three since the 
last reunion. Between twenty and thirty 
camps are now in process of formation, 
and it is thought that before the reunion 
the number din the federation will be in- 
creased to 1530. The order issued by Com- 
mander Smythe tells the number of dele- 
gates to the reunion allowed each camp. 
One delegate will be allowed for every 
twenty active members in a camp, and one 
additional delegate for every fraction of 
ten or more members, provided the camp 
with ‘the fraction is entitled to at least 
two delegates. 

The following is the order issued by 
Commander-in-chief Smythe from the head- 
quarters of the United Sons of Confederate 
Veterans in Charleston, 8. C.: 

1. The commander-in-chief announces that 
the third annual reunion of the United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans will be held 
in Atlanta, Ga., July 20, 21, -22, 23, 1898; 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day respectively, as previously stated in 
general order No. 3, April 18, 1898. All Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, whether members 
of camps or not, and all camps of Sons of 
Veterans, whether chartered by the federa- 
tion or mot, are cordially invited to attend 
this reunion; thowever, only members of 
the U. S. C. V., in good standing, can vote. 

2. Camps—lt is with great pleasure that 
we announce that there are 100 camps on 
the roll of the federation, an increase of 63 
since our last reunion. There are some 20 
or 30 camps now in process of formation, 
which will probably be chartered before 
the reunion. Sons of veterans everywhere 
are urged tto form camps now, and be 
chartered in time to participate in this 
grand reunion in Atlanta. The process of 
organization is very simple*and full par- 
ticulars will be furnished from these head- 
quarters, with ail necessary papers and 
blanks. The cost is very small; $2 for a 
charter and 10 cents per member each year. 
General (Jordon says, “lit is a sublime duty 
for A people to consecrate their lives for 
the succor of their living theroes, and per- 
petuation of the fame of their glorious 
dead.’ Now that we more full appreciate 
the sacrifices which one must make, to 
serve his country, by the calls being made 
upon our people at this time, Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans should be all the more 
anxious to perpetuate “the story of the 
glory of the men who wore the gray,’’ and 
extend charity to their widows and or- 
phans, which are the chief purposes of the 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans. 

3. Delegates—The attention of the camps 
is called to the following regulations from 
the general constitution, with reference to 
delegates: No camp, though a member of 
the federation, can take part in the reunion, 
nor have its delegates admitted to the floor, 
unless the per capita tax of 10 cents a 
member has been paid to these headquar- 
ters. Camps are therefore urged to send 
in these amounts immediately and receive 
certificates of representation from the ad- 
jutant general. All delegates from camps 
must present credentials, signed by the 
adjutant commandant of the camp, stating 
that they are duly elected delegates of the 
camp.

The following is the order issued by 
Commander-in-chief Smythe from the head- 
quarters of the United Sons of Confederate 
Veterans in Charleston, 8. C.: 

1. The commander-in-chief announces that 
the third annual reunion of the United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans will be held 
in Atlanta, Ga., July 20, 21, -22, 23, 1898; 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day respectively, as previously stated in 
general order No. 3, April 18, 1898. All Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, whether members 
of camps or not, and all camps of Sons of 
Veterans, whether chartered by the federa- 
tion or not, are cordially invited to attend 
this reunion; thowever, only members of 
the U. S. C. V., in good standing, can vote. 

2. Camps—lt is with great pleasure that 
we announce ‘hat there are 100 camps on 
the roll of the federation, an increase of 63 
since our last reunion. There are some 20 
or 30 camps now in process of formation, 
which will probably be chartered before 
the reunion. Sons of veterans everywhere 
are urged to form camps now, and _ be 
chartered in time to participate in this 
grand reunion in Atlanta. The process of 
organization is very simple and full par- 
ticulars will be furnished from these head- 
quarters, with ail necessary papers and 
blanks. The cost is very small; $2 for a 
charter and 10 cents per member each year. 
General Gordon says, “lit is a sublime duty 
for & people to consecrate their lives for 
the succor of their living theroes, and per- 
petuation of the fame of their glorious 
dead.” Now ‘that we more full appreciate 
the sacrifices which one must make, to 
serve his country, by the calls being made 
upon our people at this time, Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans should be all the more 
anxious to perpetuate ‘the story of the 
glory of the men who wore the gray,’ and 
extend charity to their widows and or- 
phans, which are the chief purposes of the 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans. 

3. Delegates—The attention of the camps 
is called to the following regulations from 
the general constitution, with reference to 
delegates: No camp, though a member of 
the federation, can take part in the reunion, 
nor have its delegates admitted to the floor, 
unless the per capita tax of 10 cents a 
member has been paid to these headquar- 
ters. Camps are therefore urged to send 
in these amounts immediately and receive 
certificates of representation from the ad- 
jutant general. All delegates from camps 
must present credentials, signed by the 
adjutant commandant of the camp, stating 
that they are duly elected delegates of the 
camp. ‘The full aero and number of the

This 
will be of great help to delegates and they 
are urged to take advantage of it. 

5. Meetirgs: Place, Time—The meetings of 
the reunion will be held in the hall of the 
house of representatives, on tne second 
floor of the capitol butiding, corner of 
Washington and Hunter streets. The first 
session will be convened at 2:30 Dp. Mm. on 
Wednesday, July 20th. and all deicgates 
must be present at that time to present 
their credentials to the committee and be 
assigned ‘a place im the hall. The acdress 
of welcome and other confederate speeches 
will be delivered at this time. On Thurs- 
day ,the 2ist, the sessions will be at 9 a. 
m. and 2:30 p. m., and also on Friday, the 
22d. Saturday, the 23d, will be icvoted to 
sight seeing. Delegates are urged to be in 
constant attendance promptly at :he hours 
named, as the business coming before the 
reunion is of vital importance, and «1! del- 
egates should give their constant aticrtion 
thereto. 

6. The Social Side—First. the wsntertain- 
ments.

Spanish Loss was Heavy. 

The Spanish loss must have been heavy. The Spanards opposing General Law- 
ton’s division lost in killed. wounded or taken prisoners, 2,000 men, and the loss 
on the center and left must be double that number. Most of our troops took po- 
sition during the night, although General Bates’s reserves did not come up until 
morning. General Lawton’s division, on the extreme right, supported by Captain 
Capron’s battery; General Kent’s division in the center, and General Wheeler's 
division on the left, supported by Captain Grimes’s battery planted on a hill, 
formed a line Which stretched across the whole width of the basin in which San- 
tiago lies, a distance of fully five miles. Immediately in front of General Lawton 
lay Caney, surrounded by blockhouses and intrenchments, and against this point 
were the operations directed. Beyond the San Juan river, 2,000 yards before the 
center and ileft, lay a line of intrenchments, a mile west of the city. There two 
divisions were covered by a heavy tangled undergrowth between the San ve 
and the Rio Guama. 

On the extreme left, on the heights beyond, was Captain Grimes’s battery, be-. 
hind which, in the shelter of an old su gar house, where the rear cavalry division 
was massed, were General Duffield’s M ichigan volunteers, who moved out at day- 
light over the line of railroad from Si boney. :

Then the Spanish gunners replied with surprising accuracy, sweeping the brow 
of the hill on which our artillery was posted, forming the left of General Sum- 
ner’s division. The artillery duel became active, an dafter we had got the range 
our shells proved very effective. A majority of the Spanish shells fell pack of the 
hill among the infantry posted there. The casualties at this point were between 
thirty and forty killed or. wounded. " 

A portion of the Cubans of General Garret’s corps and also three or four ar- 
tillerymen on the hill and the Third and Sixth cavalry which had bivouaced on 
the hill, deployed rapidly in front and in half an hour double lines of battle were 
ready for the advance extending half a mile north and south. 

The Spanish batteries at jantizgo were silenced at about this time and thence- 
forth for an hour and a half the fight was largely between the infantry columns. 
The situation now is very favorable for our side. There is a lull in the firing, 
which, both on the part of the infantry and artillery, has been very heavy. 

There js a rumor that Caney is in our hands, but it is not confirmed. It is 
also reported that General Lawton’s troops sueffred heavy losses, especially the 
Second Massachusetts, but it is believed that the reports m@y be exaggerated.

Mrs. Lowe's Inaugural Address 


Mrs. Lowe said: 

“A few days ago, as I stood upon the 
pinnacle of Pike’s Peak, I sent this mes- 
sage over the wire to my friends in the 
far-awny south: ‘I salute you from the 
grandest height upon which I shall ever 
stand. Ert today the women of this fed 
eration have placed me upon an eminence 


far above that lofty peak, for in chosing ; 


me to be your leader :n this great work 
you have-been actuated by. that altruistic 
principle which is rare among women or 
men. You have selected your president 
from the weakest section of this federa- 


inti 


me 


of serious wcmen who desired above all 
things to know if the candidate from what- 
ever section she migat come, be a capable 
tlue woman. ; 

“What shall we expect, they said, from 
this candidate on the policy of which this 
great organization is to be based? 

“In reply to these anxious friends, let 
me say that I consider it unwise for any 
woman to define a policy for an organiza- 
tion so great and with such lofty aims 
and diverse interosts as this, without con. 
sultation of those capable women whom 
you have chosen as her associates and 
counselors, I can readily wundérstand 
however, that an individual expression 
from me at this time would ‘be interesting 


to you, and from this standpoint I gay to | 


you that the flourishing condition of this 
federation today leads me to believe that 
the wise policy which has been adopted 
and so faithfully adhered to, in the past 
should be the foundation stone in the 
structure we hope to builq in the future. 

“I should seek the co-operation of exist- 
ing institutions, and {f the fabric be faulty, 
seek to strengthen {t rather than draw 
from it power to create anew. Above all 
things, I say to you, let us preserve and 
Strengthen that bond of union which is 
the pride of this national body. 

“IT have been calléd the ‘southern candi- 
date,’ or the ‘Georgia womay,’ but the 
election of today makes Me the woman of 
the national federation, ready to serve you 
responding to the call of Maine, or the 
far-away northwest as readily as I ghall 
answer the invitations from Georgia or 
Florida. I thank you in the name of the 
south, that you have shown to the women 
of my section that you have 
opened your hearts, and your 
doors and that you invite them to come 
and join this progressive march based 
upon the higher education and broader 
development of women. I thank you for 
the strong, earnest women you have placed 
beside me, whose wise counsels shall at all 
times be my guide. Yet I realize that we 
of the present administration must paint 
our deeds in vivid colors if we would have 
them shine against a background so bril- 
liant as that which has been left us by 
our retiring president and her cabinet 
and I ask your co-operation and support. 
With this we shall together lead this fed- 
eration on to loftier heights and nobler 
achievements than ever before.”

Asheville, N. C., 


The delegation, numbering nearly one 
hundred, consisted of college girls repre- 
senting forty-two of our southern colleges, 
with cultured Christian .teachers and a 
few consecrated yOung women of large 
experience in the work as leaders. The 
conference was entertained at the Ashe- 
ville College for Women, a building well 
adapted .to the purpose and situated in a 
large grove of grand old oaks and pines 
on one of the loveliest heights of this 
beautiful city.

In.the Asheville college for eleven days 
there were about a hundred minds and 
hearts actuated by a single purpose—to be 
uplifted to a higher plane of Christian life 
and to be fitted for nobler service in the 
Master’s cause.

PRESENT SYSTEM INADEQUATE 


A College Education Unfits for Actual 
Business Life. 


CERTAIN WEALTH AWAITS SKILLED LABOR 


Believes Young Men Should Have 
Useful Education . Instead of 
\ Theoretical Studies. - _ 


Indian Spring, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)— 
One of the features of the sessions of the 
Georgia Teachers’ Association was an 
address by Professor Lyman Hall, of the 
Georgia School of Technology, on “Man- 
Ual Training in a State Course of Study 
for the Common Schools.” The address 
was interesting and original throughout, 
and wss clesely listened to by the teachers. 
The scope of the change proposed by Pro- 

. fessor Hall is well outlined in his opening 
Paragraph, which is as follows: 

“I stand before you teday, the apostle 
of anew doctrine, the dispensation of 
which will remodel the occupations of our 
people, olevate our tastes, ideas and am- 
bitions, increase our wealth and import- 
ance, and make Georgia not only the Em- 
Pire State of the South, tut the peer in art 
and manufactures of her sisters in the north 
and west.” 

Practical Methods Urged. 

The whole tone of the address is a plea 
for the introduction of practical methods, 
in the shape of manual training, into Geor-. 
gia’s public schools. Mr. Hall graphically 
describes the time just prior to the war, 
when the young children _ 
when the young southern aristocrat could 
rely on his slaves and his broad acres for 
a living, and when his education was pros- 
ecuted with desultory diligence, according 
to his own whim. He emphasizes the help- 
lessness resulting from this condition of 
things, when the awful reality of recon- 
struction days broke upon the south. 
Though he does not say so directly, Pro- 
fessor Hall insinuates that much of the 
education of today is of little assistance 
In the art of making a living, and that 
the only profession in which there is plen- 
ty of room for new comers—that of skilled 
labor—is being neglected in Georgia. 
Speaking along. this line, Professor Hall 
uses the following strong language: 


“The day has come when purely theoreti- | 


cal training is @ failure. We, as educators, 
must face this fact and apply the remedy. 
Our boys are sent to high schools, to col- 
leges and finish their educations. They 
look around for employment in vain. Prac- 
tical men of business, the laboring world 
of today, want young men who can do. 
Is the young man trained for a profession? 
He finds the cities crowded with impecu- 
nious lawyers and the fiercest competition 
in the medical field. Unless he has the 
backing of moneyed relations or friends he 
is often forced to abandon the professions 
for which he has béén ' ESS ita 
“J give another plea for practical educa- 
tion. Manufacturing is the key to our fu- 
ture wealth afd greatness. Here we have 
inexhaustible resources in crude form. Are 
we to become common laborers to carry 
these products to shops and factories and 
laboratories for the profit of those superior 
in intelligence and skill or shall ws share 
in the manipulation of our material to gain 
- therefrom its greatest wealth?’ 

Professor Hall vigorously advocated an 
introduction of a system of manual train- 
ing in the public schools, even if the cus- 
tomary curriculum is still maintained. He 
remarks that one of the great mistakes of 


parents is not giving their sons a me- 


chanical education, because ‘he shows no. 


special aptitude for the work.”’ Mr. Hall 
meets Sa with the declaration that no 
one knows a boy's possibilities until they 
and that it is foolish to 
require him to “build an engine before 
he will recognize his mechanical genius.”

THE LAW WAS “INDORSED.” 


But the Extreme Action of the Com- 
missioners Was Disapproved. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., July 2.—(Special.)— 
The state democratic convention, recently 
adjourned, has placed itself in a rather 

equivocal position before the people. 

The permanent organfzation of the body 
was accomplished with little friction, Hon. 
F. H. Deaderick being electea permanent 
chairman, with the other convention Offices 
Suitably filled. The platform passed by 
the convention unreservedly jindorses the 
Chicago platform and demands anew the 
rights asked for in that document. There 
was practically no opposition to the can- 
didacy of Hon, Benton MeMillin, for gov- 
ernor, and he was nominated amid scenes 
of enthusiasm, 

It was on the matter of the railroad com- 
mission that the convention badly fogged 
itself. In the first place, the delegates 
passed a platform which unqualifiedly in- 
dorsed the entire administration of Govern- 
or Robert Taylor, the general terms of the 
plank presumably covering every particu- 
lar act of the administration, which would 
include the action of the railroad commis- 
sioners. 

These latter, elected along with Taylor, 
had incurred the opposition of the railroad 
elements by continual and heavy tax as- 
sessments on the railroads, telegraph and 
telephone companies. In fact, so onerous 
did this burden become to them that the 
latter corporations made common cause and 
appealed to the courts: for relief. Their 
sult yet hangs fire. It was known, how- 
ever, long before the assembling of the 
convention that a determined effort would 
be made to secure an indorsement of the 
work and re-election for the old commis- 
sioners—Messrs. Bulloch, Thompson and 
White. When the clause in the platform 
Iindorsing the entire administration was 
passed, the friends of these gentlemen 
thought they were safe; but later, to clinch 
the matter, Hon. George Armistead pre- 
sented @ resolution approving in detail the 
@esestements which had bee2n laid on the 
above mentioned corporaticns. The instant 
Mr. Armistead began to speak on the reso. 
lution it was evident that his views were 
heavily in the minority. Every method 
known to the art of filibustering was irn- 
pressed into service in an attempt to shut 
off the delegate, and it wauld have suc- 
ceeded but for the firm attitude of Chair- 
man Deaderick. 

When finally, after many interruptions, 
Mr. Armistead succeeded in expressing his 
opinions, a vote on the adoption of the rea- 
olution was taken, and the latter was de- 
feated hy a vote of 1,077 to 5é¢. As if to 
express yet more succinctly their disap- 
proval of the radical work of the railroad 
commission, the convention by large ma- 
jorities defeated the old candidates for re- 
election, and placed in their stead Messrs. 
Baptist, McKenzie and Williams. 

Just -.what will be the outcome of the 
commissioner’s controversy is not apparent. 
It is possible that the law will be repealed, 
and even the new commissioners prevented 
from continuing a work of extortion. How. 
ever this may be, the democrats of the 
state think just a little less of the dele- 
gates because the latter took advantage of 
a subterfuge to openly declare their hos- 
tility to Governor Taylor’s administration.

was of considerable interest to Atlan- 
tians and Georgians. Captain James B. 
Erwin, of the United States ‘army, who has 
for some time been acting adjutant general 
of the state, will not be allowed to serve 
as adjutant in General W. W. Gordon’s 
brigade. This news were received in At- 
lanta several days ago, but was not made 
public until night before last. 

The reason for the disapprova] of Cap- 
tain Erwin’s appointment is not known, 
but it is understood that he is to be as- 
signed to some other work. He could not 
be seen yesterday ana consequently it is 
not known what service he will most like- 


ly be given. 

Captain Erwin is one of the foremost 
army officers, and when he left West Point 
he was recommended for a brigadier gener- 
alship in case there should ever be a call 
for volunteers. After a few years this call 
has come, and Captain Erwin will very 
likely get promotion. He came here to get 
to the front and he hoped to go to the war 
with the first call soldiers. 

Governor Atkinson, a few days ago, ten- 
dered Captain Erwin a place as mafor of 
the new Georgia regiment, but the place 
was declined. Captain Erwin said he would 
prefer to be an adjutant of General Gor- 
don’s brigade than a major in the volun- 
teer regiment. He is still acting as adju- 
tant general and the state military men 
hope to keep ‘him in the place, if he will 
consent to stay and can get the permanent 
assignment. But thig is not even probable, 
for he ig extremely anxious to get to the 
scene of the fighting. 

Muster Officer Leaves for Front. 

Major Steven C. Mills, the muster officer 
for Georgia, has been ordered to join his 
corps and move to the front. Major Mills 
has turned his office in the state capitol 
over to Lieutenant Palmer, of the United 
States army, who has been at Griffin in 
charge of the commissary and quartermas- 
ters’ department of the Third Georgia reg- 
iment. 

Major Mills was several weeks ago ap- 
pointed to the high army office of inspec- 
tor of a division. He has been ordered to 
report to General Coppinger, of the Fourth 
army corps. He will be assigned to one 
division of the Fourth corps, and will 
leave for Santiago, Cuba, within a few 
days. The army corps in which Major 
Mills will go includes the Second Geor- 
gia regiment now at Tampa. The Second 
Georgia, under Colonel Brown, will leave 
Tampa in a few days, possibly before the 
middle of this week. Orders have already 
been issued and the fact that all officers 
connected with the corps have been ordered 
to report at once, shows that an almost 
immediate movement is expected. 

Lieutenant Sylvanus Orr, the quartermas- 
ter of the Third regiment. has been sent 
to Griffin to succeed Lieutenant Palmer. 
Lieutenant Orr has already begun his du- 
ties at Camp Northen and with the assis- 
tance of Mr. Boynton, the commissary 
clerk, he is looking after all the goods and 
property of the army at the camp. 

Enlistments came in slowly yesterday, 
and the recruiting officers were disposed 
to believe that the American people are 
dumb to the call to arms.

One 
of the most urgent needs of this state 
for years has been the need of proper 
facilities for educating young men to 
take practical and intelligent supervi- 
sion of mills. ‘As it is now, it is neces- 
sary to import superintendents from 
other sections, which in addition to. be- 
ing an admission of weakness on our 
part also places us to a certain extent 
under foreign tutelage. So the impor- 
tance of providing facilities for textile 
education cannot be over-estimated. If 
the south expects to cope successfully 
with New England, it is incumbent upon 
other states in this section to follow 
the wise example which Georgia has set. 

We congratulate President Lyman 
Hall upon the good work which the in- 
stitution over which he presides is des- 
tined to perform in the near future to- 
ward stimulating industria] activity in 
the south. Much has already been ac- 
complished in this direction by the 
Georgia School of Technology, but still 
more is held in reserve for it hereafter. 
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The Duty of Democrats.

Let it be understood, therefore, that 
in a period of war, the administration 
that is tn control is not engaged in car- 
rying out party policies. It is represent- 
ing the gyeat heart of the nation; it is 
doing its utmost to aid the army and 
navy in winning victories on land and 
sea; and itis compelled to adjust 
its policies to the course of events, 
which in time of war are always un- 
common or extraordinary. The repub- 
lican administration is not as respon- 
sible for the war as the democratic par- 
ty. It waited, indeed, until it could no 
longer withstand the pressure of public 
opinion which the democrats, taking 
their cue from Consul General Lee, had 
been working up for two years. 

Having thus, as you may say, com- 
pelled the republican administration to 
take up the cudgels in behalf of the 
Cuban revolutionists, are the democrats, 
at any stage of the game, to oppose on 
party grounds the policies which those 
in contro] deem necessary to the proper 
conduct of the war? To do so would 
be the height of folly—a most fatal 
blunder, im fact. Should democrats, then, 
give a blind support to every suggestion 
or proposition that comes from the re- 
publican side? Most assuredly not. 
There are republicans opposed tc the 
annexation of Hawaii. Why should not 
democrats oppose it’if they so desire? 
There ts nothing to prevent them s0 
long as they do not endeavor to com- 
mit their party to their individual de- 
sires. On the other hand, they are free 
to support annexation so long as they 
do not conclude that thereby they are 
committing the party to their individual 
policy. 

If anything can be clear, it is the 
duty of the democratic organization at 
this time, That duty lies in remem- 
bering that the party is largely respon- 
sible for the war, and is bound by that 
responsibility to throw no obstacle in 
the way of any policy undertaken as the 
result of the war, or to strengthen the 
American position, or to bring the con- 
test to a victorious conclusion. 

We commend to democrats’ every- 
where, in congress and out of it, the 
noble and inspiring sentiments of Sen- 
ator Pettus. While he was speaking, he 
was interrupted by his colleague, Sen- 
ator Morgan, who read a dispatch to 
the effect that the battle of Santiago de 
Cuba had begun, and that fighting was 
proceeding along. the entire line. 

“There, Mr. President,” said Mr. Pet- 
tus, “the ‘fight is going on along the 
entire line, and it behooves every man 
to support the government, to support 
the army and the navy of the United 
States in all her actions. We ought to 
support the president of the United 
States. How many died in the fight to- 
day nobody can say. But I pray God 
that those brave men of ours, if die they 
must, may die with shouts of victory in 
their ears.” 

Now, that is the way a veteran dem- 
ocrat, a veteran officer of the confederate 
army, feels about the present contest. 
He is an American first, a democrat af- 
terwards. He stands for the republic 
first, and for parties afterwards. If 
this grand old man can give utterance 
to such sentiments, we think that other 
democrats can well afford to tuck their 
caucus.calls and rolls into the wasie 
basket and address themselves to the 
work of ‘strengthening their party by 
forwarding the cause of the republic ana 
of human liberty in the war which they 
did so much to bring about. 

And if they want to know the differ- 
ence between patriotism and puerility, 
between wisdom and folly, let them con- 
trast Senator Pettus with the political 
eunuch Caffery.

For the corresponding quarter of the 
year preceding the record shows that 
the south acquired 538 manufacturing 
establishments; but it must be remem- 
bered that there were comparatively 
few disturbing elements at that time. 
Everything considered, there is abun- 
dant cause for congratulation over the 
disclosures of the past quarter.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The state of North Carolina in the pres- 
ent war with Sprain bids fair to ong 
the magnificent record which it made . 
the late war between the states. This 1s 
evident from the fact that North Carolina 
has not orly furnished to the present war 
its first victim in the person of Ensign 
Bagley, but that she has otherwise distin- 
guished herself with deeds of valor and 
patriotism. With respect to the late war 
General James M. Ray, of Asheville, N. C., 
thus writes: ‘‘North Carolinians have made 
much history, but have written very little 
of it. This old Rip Van Winkle state, 
slow to act in the eafly sixties, awoke 
from her lethargy at the right time, and 
went into the war, as she does everything 
when aroused, with her whole soul and 
strength. With a voting population of 116,- 
000. she furnished , the confederate states 
army over 125,000 troops—imore than any 
other of the seceding states. The first sol- 
dier killed in a regular engagement was of 
this number, the gallant Henry Wyatt, 
who, at Bethel, with two other comrades, 
volunteered the hazardous undertaking of 
burning a cabin in advance of our lines to 
prevent the federal sharpshooters from us- 
ing it. Of the ninety-two regiments en- 
gaged in the seven days’ fight in front of 
Richmond, forty-six—just one-half of them 
—were North Carolinians: and of the killed 
and wounded at Chancellorsville, fully one- 
half of them were from this state..At Get- 
tysburg. the Twenty-sixth North Carolina 
infantry, which won honors never sur- 
passed in heroism and sacrifice, entered 
the fight with 820, rank and file, and lost 
in killed and wounded 74, nearly 90 *per 
cent. Company F, of this regiment, from 
Caldwell county, North Carolina, com- 
manded by Captain R. M. Tuttle, went into 
the engagement ninety-one strong, 
every man was killed or wounded, The 
flag of this regiment was cut down four- 
teen times, the last time from the hands of 
the daring commander, Colonel Burgwyn, 
who was killed. About the same time Lieu- 
tenant J. R. Lane was shot in the head, 
supposed to be fatally; but he recovered 
and succeeded to the command of the regi- 
ment. Colonel Lane still survives. An er- 
roneous idea prevails with many that Zeb- 
ulon B. Vance commanded the Tiwenty- 
sixth at Gettysburg, but he had been 
elected governor of North Carolina in 1862, 
resigning the colonelcy of his regiment in 
August of that year, and Lieutenant Colo- 
ney Harry King Burgwyn, not then twen- 
ty-one years old, succeeded him. The last 
charge at Appomattox was made by a 
North Carolina brigade led by the intrepid 
General Grimes, and later, when that grand 
man, Robert E. Lee, said for the last time, 
‘stack arms,’ it was found that one-half of 
them were in the hands of North Caro- 


lintans.” 


With respect to the campaign upon 
which Admiral Camara has embarked for 
the purpose of reconquering the Philippines 
it seems to be the consensus of newspaper 
opinion that Spain is fated to lose thereby 
in more ways than one. The New York 
Sun thus epitomizes the situation: ‘““The 
service that Admiral Camara may have 
rendered Spain by heading for the Philip- 
pines remains to be seen, but for.Us he has 
already accomplished three things of great 
value. First, he has removed all fear of an 
attack on our coast, and so has conferred 
a twofold favor. Besides relieving the anx!i- 
eties of our noncombatant seaboard popu- 
lation, so making the war henceforth less 
onerous for them, he has allowed us to 
release for operations in the gulf ships 
hitherto retained for coast defense. The 
danger of Spanish attack, considering the 
problem of coaling and ammunition sup- 
plies, was always exaggerated in popular 
fancy, but Secretary Long, himself a resi- 
dent of the seaboard districts, appreciated 
the local anxiety and determined to run no 
risk of a panic on that ground. Now, with 
Spain’s only fleet available for attajck 
turned to the other side of the globe, there 
is no more worry among the nervous, and 
some of our defense ships and torpedo 
boats can be used elsewhere. Next, Camara 
has simplified operations in the gulf and 
Caribbean sea for us by allowing us to 
plan our expeditions In absolute security 
from interruption by any fleet coming 
westward. Owr Porto Rico and Havana 
campaigns need no longer think of harass- 
ing from that source. Finally, Camara has 

ned té our attack the coasts of Spain 
and her outlying Canaries and Balearic 
islands.”

The sooke dumpnaearie convention just ad- 
journed in Atlanta adopted one sensible 
plank bearing upon the Spanish war. The 
platform declares in unmistakable language 
that “thig. whole country ebould first ad- 
dress its undivided attention and throw 
its full energy to securing decisive results 
in the war with Spain rather than engage 
in political controversy over issues which 
are yet unshaped and which, in the nature 
of things, cannot be intelligently discussed 
until the termination of the war.” 

This is exactly right. It was to this potnt 
that The Savannah Press summoned the 
attention of Mr. Cleveland and the coun- 
try in its answer to his Princeton address. 
As to the incidental questions that will 
arise over. the result of the war, we be- 
lieve that the people can safely be trusted 
to dispose of every such question in a 
manner which will be in keeping with the 
spirit of our institutions and in harmony 
with the principles and record of the dem- 
ocratic party. 

There is no use to prate about “imperial- 
ism’’ or to protest against large standing 
armies and navies. It is fruitless to an- 
nounce to the country that we don’t want 
Porto Rico and that the people will never 
consent to the annexation of the Philip- 
pines. These things are thoroughly out of 
place at this time. They weaken the force 
of the blow we are about to deliver at the 
front and they will impair the efficiency of 
our diplomacy after the war is over.

FORTY PER CENT A MONTH. 


James Brown Borrowed $5 in 1895 and 
Has Since Paid Back $84.99. 
From The Savannah, Ga, ‘Morning News. 

One of the most remarkable suits recently 
brought in Chatham county is now pending 
before Justice J. R. Saussy, Jr., of the 
Fourth militia district. It is a suit for 
usury, the case being one where a negro 
borrowed $6.06 from a loan broker in 1895, 
and has since paid him $84.99, and the 
broker still claims a balance due of $10. 

The way in which this state of affairs 
is brought about is a remarkable one, and 
yet simple. It is done simply Sy charging 
40 per cent per month interest, or there- 
abouts. 

James Brown borrowed $6.06 from H. I, 
Drake & Co., in 1895. Asa matter of fact, 
however, he received only $5, the $1.06 be- 
ing charged for drawing up the papers 
and negotiating the loan. It was charged 
up against the negro, however, with the 
Original amount borrowed. 

Since he borrowed the money Brown has 
paid to the concern $8.99, in amounts rang- 
ing [rom 50 cents to $, and he has every 
receipt given him fcr these payments. 
Brown got tired of paying in his money 
so regularly and it looked as if there would 
never be an end of the thing. This set 


there was such a thing im Georgia as a law 
against usury. 

The Georgia lew against usury, however, 
permits the party aggrieved to bring suit 
only within a year from the time the usury 
was charged and collected. Brown, there- 
fore, can sue only for the interest he has 
paid in during the last year. He ‘got all of 
his receipts together and a statement of 
the account was made, showing that he had 
paid $28.50 usurious interest within the last 
year and that is the amount he is now su- 
ing for. ) 

It is stated upon good authority that 
twenty-six suits bave recently been filed 
against this money brokerage concern, and 
they have settled every one of them rather 
than let them go through the courta. 
When the time comes for the payment of 
the imterest the ignorant borrower shuffles 
around and manages to get it, for if he 
does not the corner money broker levies 
on his little goods and chattels through 
some justice court, and that is the end 
of him, as a usual thing. 

It appears, however, that some of the 
ignorant class are becoming enlightened 
on the subject, and the chances are that 
the 40 per cent a month money broker will 
not have so easy a road to travel after 
awhile. Suits for usury are becoming more 
frequent, and they will no doubt continue 
to increase as the small borrower becomes 
acquainted with his rights.

Headquarters of the Army, Tampa, Fia., 
June 13, 189%.—Uncle Sam wants 40,00 


horses. His agents are spreading out over . 
forty states buying up ail the salable and = 


suitable horsefiesh. In order to: get these 


horses at once Uncle Sam ig paying 10 per’ - 


cent above open market price. Hundreds 
of $100 horses are bringing $110. In order 
to increase the army to war strength every 


cavalry regiment needs 5800 additional . 


horses, and every artillery regiment. 400. 
Of course only the right horses are wanted, 
Out of every hundred offered, only about 
thirty are accepted. Horses that are res- 
tive, vicious or too free in the harness, 
or which upon rigid inspection do not 
meet all requirements, are rejected. 

The essential points of a cavalry horse 
a. Bcouna in every particular; good, 
heé -hy color, clean limbs, and a good 
coa., between five and eight years old; 
weight about 1,000 ahd 1,500 pounds: be- 
tween fifteen and fifteen and a half hands 
high; free from bad habits; ambitious. A 
half-bred horse is more durable than a 
thoroughbred for rough riding. The cay- 
alry must have horses that can be turned 
into the ranks ready for use. A nervous, 
crazy horse is as bad as a nervous man. 
Cavalrymen detect a nervous animal] by 
touching it under the fetlock, where the 
bone is sensitive. If the beast is inclined 
to kick he will do so then. 

Government officers who select horses 
think bay the best color. A bay is apt to 
be most sound and healthy. White ani- 
mals are not wanted. The enemy can see 
them at night. A soldier who expects to 
go into battle never wants a white mount. 
Artists who insist upon putting generals 
on white horses do so for artistic effect, 
and not because the real, life model was 
thus mounted. Twenty thousand horses 
are needed here at Tampa; 5,000 at Chick- 
amauga; 4,000 at Mobile; 8,000 elsewhere. 
If you have one horse or a hundred horses 
for sale, write to the horse commission, 
care of quartermaster’s departm ent. at 
any of these places. All letters will be an- 
swered immediately. The chief of the 
horse commission at Tampa has given 
me the following technical description $f 
the horses which Uncle Sam wil} buy, and 
for which he will pay spot cash: 

The animal must be sound, without blem- 
ish or defect, well bred and of kind dispo- 
sition, and free from vicious habits; well 
broken to harness and gentle under the 
saddle, with easy mouth and gait, and 
with free, prompt action at the walk, trot 
and gallop; and otherwise conform to the 
following description: To be seldings of 
uniform size and color; in good condition, 
from fifteen and a quarter to sixteen hands 
high, weight of leaders not less than 1,000 
pounds and that of wheelers not more than 
1,500 pounds; from five to eight years old: 
head and ears small, forehead broad, eyes 
large and prominent, vision perfect in every 
respect, chest full and deep, front legs 
straight an@ standing weil under: shoulders 
sufficiently broad to support collar, but not 
too heavy; barrel large and increasing from 
girth to flank, the withers elevated, back 


short and straight, with broad, deep loins, - 


with solid hind quarters; hocks well bent 
and under the horse; ine feet sound and 
in good order; long-legged, loose-jointed, 
long-bodied and narrow chested. Only 
dark colors are desired—dark sorrels, bays, 
browns, blacks and dark roans. 

Every horse enlisted in the army haa 
to go through a course of instruction just 
the same as every recruit. It is important 
that the horse as well as the cavairymen 
shall understand h‘s business. The animal 
is first given a lesson in running round 
a central point, with a rope tied to his 
neck. Balky or unruly, he is 
and thrown to the ground. Later, he is 
taught the various gaits. is given a course 
in trotting and galloping. Following this. 
he is given bending lessons, how to pas- 
sage right to left, how to turn on fore 
feet, and soon. In the drill the movements 
of the cavalry horse must be like ma- 
chinery. He must be like a circus horse, 
understanding every command of his mas- 
ter. Another interesting feature of training 
a horse is to make him lie down when 
commanded. In battle. horses are used 
by the cavalrymen as breastworks. When

JONES'S QUEER EXPERIENCE 


Rode Several Blocks ina Buggy with a 
Woman’s Corpse. 


CORONER ORDERS MAN HELD AS WITNESS 


Jones Talkes of His Ride—The Wo- 
man’s Death Probably Caused 
from Sudden Fright. 


a dead woman, when he thought she 

Was alive, was a unique censation 
which created no little excitement in the 
city yesterday. 

Yesterday about 2 o'clock Simpson Jones 
Started to ride into the city, and as he 
passed the house in which his intendca 
May Mayfield, -esid2d he called out to ner 
and asked if she «id not wish to take a 
rido in the ‘»ugsy with him. ‘Lhe trip 
was agreeable to her and she put on her 
best clothes and climbed into the ve- 
hicle. 

_The two rode toward the city «nd chat- 
ted quite pleasantly together. As the 
buggy started over the Magnolia street 
bridge the horse appeared to be frightened 
and the man had to watch him closely. 
Im the center of the bridge the horse 
jumped and tarew the woman suddenly 
forward. 

The ride was continued and Jones ad- 
dressed several remarks to the woman 
and she made no response. She was then 
sitting with her head thrown forward as 
if she was looking intently at the dash- 
board of the vehicle. Jones began to won- 
der at the silence of his companion and at 
last he said: 

“If you don’t wish to talk to me just 
Say so and I will quit speaking to you”’ 

There was no response and the man be- 
came uneasy and stopped the buggy to 
ascertain what was the matter with her. 
He raised her head and saw that her 
eyes were staring wide open :nd she was— 
dead. 

Jones called to two or threes wemen who 
were passing and they assisted him in 
placing the body in a uearby store. A 
physician was sent for, »but his services 
were not necessary, as the woman had 
been dead at least half an hour before 
he arrived. 

The coroner was notified and c:dered 
Jones taken in custody untH an inquest 
could be held, 

The negro was locked up at ths police 
barracks. He was greatly frizli‘cned hoth 
at the death of the woman nc at his 
arrest. He made tho following statement 
of his strange experience to a reporter 
of The Constitution: 

“T live in a house between Atexander 
and Simpson streets and net far from 
where Eva Mayfield lived. This morning 
I started to town ia a buegy which be- 
longed to Mr. J. L. riectca, whe is con- 
nected with the peniteifiery’ d« pertment. 
I passed Eva’s house and she t*'d me 
she would like to take a ride. She ap- 
peared to be all right and taiked until we 
got to the bridge. I didn’t know she was 
dead until we had gone several blocks. 
God knows'I didn’t do anything to make 
fier die. The last thing she said was: ‘On, 
Simpson, hush,’ when I had teased her 
about one of her sweethearts. The wo- 
man was my friend and I wouldn't Fave 
hurt a hair on her head.” 

The coroner will probably hold an in- 
quest today :f he thinks one is neces:ary. 
It is believed the woman died of heart 
disease and the sudden attacx may have 
been brought on py fright when passing 
over the bridze.

He Was Held a Prisoner in Cabanas with 
Artist Thrall. a 


TELLS OF HIS CAPTURE 


Denies the Spanish Treat Prisoners 
with Cruelty. | 


WAS TWICE SENTENCED TO BE SHOT 


After a Thrilling Period of Many Dan- 
gers He Is Saved by the Ex- 
change of Cortijo. 


R HAYDEN JONES, the corre- 

spondent and artist of The New 

York World, who with young Thrall 
was captured by the Spaniards near Ha- 
vana and lodged in Cabana prison, which 
is immediately in the rear of Morro castle, 
was in Atlanta Thursday and Friday and 
told an interesting story of his adventures. 
He is a very pleasant gentleman, seemingly 
in his early twenties, but announced that 
he was twenty-seven years of age. 

He is married and resides in New York 
city with his family. Mr. Jones says that 
the stories of Spanish cruelty ‘to prison- 
ers of war are entirely unfounded, he hav- 
ing been treated with both courteousness 
and consideration during the fourteen days 
that he appeared on the role as a prisoner 
of war. 

Mr. Jones, tn deciding to remain in this 
city for a day while en route from Tampa 
to New York had a dual purpose. One was 
to see the Spanish prisoners here and pre- 
sent them with a box of cigars in consid- 
eration of the treatment he received at the 
hands of their fellow countrymen while in 
prison; the other was to obtain sketches 
of Fort McPherson for his paper, the post 
near this city having now become the most 
important in the United States. 

The Spanish prisoners readily understood 
who Mr. Jones was and showed their ap- 
preciation of ‘his thoughtfulness by vigor- 
ously waving their caps in the air. He 
acknowledged their sign of thanks by 
throwing his hat into the air several times, 
and having mutually satisfied each other 
that kindnesses on each side were duly 
appreciated, they separated. 

Mr. Jones in speaking of his adventures 
on the island said: 

“When the Gussie made her unsuccessful 
attempt to land supplies Thrall and I went 
aboard the dispatch boat with a number 
of other World men to accompany the 
boat Gussie to Cuba. We arrived there 
some time ahead of her and determin to 
land two men in order to have them ell 
the insurgents the Gussie was coming with 
supplies. Thrall and I landed and the dis- 
patch boat stood off shore. 

‘We landed about thirty miles east of 
Havana and about half way between the 
capita! city and Matanzas. As we walked 
along the beach I heard suspicious whist- 
ling, evidently in imitation of birds, and 
I remarked to Thrall that it sounded to 
me like men. He, however. was of the 
opinion that it was birds making the noise, 
and although it continued we took little 
notice of it. I now believe this was the 


signal of the Spanish to each other, when 


they saw us land. 

“Several times I thought I saw men in 
the bush, but I am not positive. After walk- 
ing for several hours along the beach and 
discovering no signs of the insurgents, we 
struck through the bush in order to con- 
tinue our search. After some time of this, 
and it was very disagreeable. we came to 
what was evidently a public road, and 
down this we walked. 

‘Here the bush began to become thinner, 
and soon there was onlv a few small 
clumps of undergrowth. We were walking 
along the road discussing our chances for 
getting out of our predicament alive and 
wondering if we would first see Cubans 
or Spanish when the question was unex- 
pectedly and thoroughly answered for us. 
Thrall, while he was taiking, suddenly 
caught hold of my arm and pointed to a 
troop of cavalry riding toward us, 

‘They had just come in sight over a hill 
and we no sooner ganw them than we 
jumped for cover, crouching behind a small 
bush. They came toward us along the road 
slowly and stopped directly in front of 
where we were hiding and then rode to- 
ward us. We knew at once we had been 
discovered and Thrall fired into their 
party with his pistol. By way of digres- 
sion let me say that Thrall had a pistol 
and I was armed with a pistol and a ko- 
dak. 

“Thrall’s shot had tho effect of checking 
the advance of the cavalrymen for a mo- 
ment and we seized this opportunity to run 
for our tives. We had not run thirty feet 
before they began firing at us with their 
carbines and for a time I felt very un- 
comfortable. The bullets whizgzed past us 
and one struck my kodak, breaking it. to 
pieces. I, however, was uninjured, as was 
also Thrall. 

“As we ran we saw in front of us grass 
a little over waist high and we had al- 
most reached this when a company of in- 
fantry rose out of ‘t with their guns level- 
ed at us and their bayonets fixed. We 
stopped at once and surrendered, but the 
firing from the cavalrymen continued. Our 
captors motioned us to He down on the 
ground and we did so, they following suit. 

‘They then waved their machetes above 
the grass and the shooting stopped. This I 
suppose was.the signal of our capture. We 
were taken to a nearby house and placed 
under guard in a room while the officers 
commanding the companies which effected 
our capture discussed what should be done 
with us. I could neither speak nor under- 
stand Spanish, but Thrail can do both and 
he listened and interpreted for me what was 
said. 

“One officer wanted to take us at once 

to the beach and shoot us, announcing to 
the authorities that we head been killed in 
attempting to escape, while others of the 
party had-swam to the boat. This proposi- 
tion was very popular, but a few said it 
would be much more effective and have a 
much better effect if we should be shot or 
hanged as spies. Those who advocated this 
jatter plan finally won the debate after 
several hours of talking and we were put 
abourd a train for Havana. 
“ur arms and hands were so tightly 
bound with ropes that the circulation stop- 
pea and wé suffered agonies. Finally an 
officer noticed our plight and ordered the 
ropes toosened. This was done, but it was 
fully an hour before ] regained the use of 
my hands, 

“As we passed through the streets of Ha- 
yana the news of our capture quickly 


spread and people pressed about us, strik-— 


ing us with their clinched fists, throwing 
mud at us and cailing wus all the evil 
names in the Spamish language, and there 


‘are many of them. When we arrived at 
our prison I was given a large room, com-— 


fortabie and airy, but Thrall was not so 
well treated. .

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capture by drawing pictures of the occur- 
rences connected with it, and they greatly 
appreciated my efforts. I then made sev- 
eral humorous sketches for them, present- 
ing them, and they sat for their pictures 
while I sketched them off. These I still 
have and value thém very highiy. 

‘‘Thrall and I had $250 between us which 
was taken when we were captured, and I 
set this fact forth in a note I addressed 
to the Brit'sh consul, He at once wrote 
the officers in charge requesting that this 
money be turned over to us. This was 
complied with and after that we had our 
meals sent from a restaurant. These meals 
were splendid, and with the wine and ci- 
gars given us by the officers, we hved like 
lords. 

“After this considerate treatment receiv- 
ed by us at the hands of the Spaniards it 
will be read‘ly understood why I showed 
an interest in the prisoners at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. Twice we were condemned to 
be shot as spies and twice we expected to 
yield up our ghosts at sunrise. On each 
occasion, however, those who desired to 
see us die were disappointed and in the 
meantime negotiations for an exchinge of 
prisoners were begun. 

“Of course every one knows how the ex- 
change was effected and I was undoubtedly 
happy when I saw the last of the shores of 
Cuba, although I had nothing to complain 
of. It was a ticklish adventure, I teil you, 
and made an excellent story, which was the 
main thing after all.” 

Mr. Jones went direct to New York after 
his return to the United States and reported 
at The World office for assignment to duty. 
He went to see Pres'dent McKinley and 
Secretary Alger, to whom he told his ad- 
ventures, and from whom he !ncidentally 
secured capital interviews. 

He then went to Tampa’to join General 
Shafter’s army, but his passes from the 
war department did not arrive in time and 
he was several days ago wired to report 
in New York. He was on his way there 
when he decided tq remain itn this city for 
one day. He arrived over the Southern at 
7:15 o’clock in.the morning, and after spend- 
ing the\day with Mr. S. H. Hardwick. of 
the Southern, and Lieutenant J. E. Nor- 
moyle, of Fort McPherson, left over the 
same road for Washington at 11:59 o’clock 
at night.

LOANS AND DEPOSITS INCREASE 


Exchanges Throughout the United 
States Are Closed Today—Wilil 
Open Next Tuesday. 


New York, July 2.—The Financier says 
an expansion of 12,526,800 in deposits neces- 
sitating an extra reserve requirement of 
$3,131,700, against which the gain in cash 
was only $2,939.000 accounts for a decrease 
of $192,700 in the surplus reserve of the 
New York celaring house banks for the 
week ending July 2d. The unusual expan- 
sion in deposits is due mainly to the fact 
that the government funds received from 
bond subscriptions are being placed in 
special depository banks. Thus the Nation- 
al City and the Hanover National. two of 
the principal institutions holding this mon- 
ey report between them a gain of over $9,000 
in deposits or 56 per cent of the total in- 
crease for the week. The gain in loans, 
however. runs well throughout the entire 
list of banks and is one of the mostfa - 
vorable developments of the week. In the 
last two days the loan expansion has been 
$27,000,000 and the total mow is about the 
same amount as the extraordinarily high 
point attained February 19th. Depasits, 
however, surpass all previous records by 
$12,000,000, and in view of the special oper- 
ations of the treasury, will probably at- 
tain within the next month a total far 
above anything yet recorded. The current 
Statement is confusing and does not bal- 
ance, but the options which are bringing 
about the changes are well defined and 
will continue to show for some weeks to 
come, The important point is that the sur- 
plus reserves seem to have attained its 
biggest average. As heavy as the treasury 
expenses are in view of the war they will

Local Review. 


The overwhelming success of the w 
loan subscription is an object hE on to fo 
ture administration when the government 
is in nee@ of money. The subscriptions, as 
reported from Washington, reach nearly 
$500,000,000, when only $200,000,000 was requir- 
ed. A significant feature of the subscrip- 
tions is the very large sum taken by small 
investors, that is, in sums of $5300 and 
under, Eestimates of the ageregate of 
these small subscriptions run all the way 
from $40,000,000 to the entire amount of the 
loan. The purpuyse of the government was 
to give persons of limited means an op- 
portunity to buy the bonds direct instead of 
having to pay a prout to bankers, who 
were anxious to acquire all the bonds, and 
every precaution possible wus adopted to 
pratect the public from those who: desired 
to speculate upon them. Notwithstanding 
the precautions taken some banka in the 
larger cities had agents actively at work 
for a week or more before subscriptions 
were closed, obtaining subscriptions of $500 
each and a transfer of the same by the s1-b- 
scriber. How mary of these subscriptions 
were obtained or how they will be treated 
by tne treasury department when making 
awards rémains to be seen. Under the rule 
all subscribers of $00 and under had to be 
accompanied by cash, but larger subscribers 
were required to deposit only 2 per cent of 
the amount subscribed for. If the whole 
$200,000,000 had been taken up by the small 
subscribers, that much mioney would have 
fone into the treasury, and there would 
have been a percepticlé absence of that 
money in financial fnstitutions, but there 
is no evidence that such ia¢ the case, for the 
supply of loanable funds appears to be 
undiminished and interest rates remain 
very low. 

Investment trade has been stimulated by 
the usual demand arisine from interest 
disbursements. All eound securities are 
ng held and many favorites are difficult 
to buy 

Local trade in all lines is tn a healthy 
condition with a promising outlook for the 
future.
